To Separate the Appropriations. 

The Aldermen are now discussing a change 
in the manner of making the next appropri- 
ation for street cleaning and street repairs, 
by which they hope to get cleaner streéts 
for their wards. It is to separate the two 
epprepriations se as to set aside a fixed sum 
for treit Yepairs and another for street 
cleaning, so that the money needed for clean- 
ing cannot be diverted to another use. They 
are also apxious to so frame the appropr‘a- 
tion bill as to make it obligatory on the 
city adminstration not to evade the law by 
giving contracts to a favored contractor 
without udvertising. The argument made in 
favor of this is,that if the contract were let 
in the prescribed way, then the administra- 
tion would have no object in allowing the 
contractor to put in exorbitant bills, and he 
and his work would be closely watched. 


Opinions of Aldermen on Streets. 


The Aldermen are of one mind regarding 
the condition of the streets in their wards. 
Some of them, like the representatives of 
the Third and Fourth wards, say their 
streets were fairly well attended to until 
about Sept. 1, when the money gave out, 
while those from the outlying wards declare 
such a thing as a street cleaner is unknown 
im their bailiwicks.

Alderman Martin (Sixth Ward)—There is not a 
street in the Sixth Ward which has been cleaned 
this summer. 

Aderman Novak (Eighth Ward)—No attention 
has been paid to my ward and the streets could 
not be in worse shape. 

Alderman Cullerton (Ninth Ward)—The people 
of my Ward do not know what a clean street is, nor 
will they as long as the money to clean them is 
spent for other purposes. 

Alderman Miner Genth Ward)—There is a 
great deal of complaint over the condition of the 
streets in my ward. ;

Milwaukee Avenue Men Indignant. 

Milwaukee avenue merchants, between 
Carpenter street and Center avenue, who 
baye grown tired of waiting for the city to 
chan the mud off that thoroughfare, are 
about to take things into their own hands 
eid set a force of men and teams at work 
carrying off the dirt. If enough support is 
given the scheme the men and teams will be 
given steady employment and the street will 
be kept clean thereafter at private expense. 

The memory of the Milwaukee avenue mer- 
chants does not go back to the time when 
the street was given a thorough sweeping. 
The dust has been stirred up from time to 
Time by gangs of men under the employ of 
the city Street Cleaning department, and 
the dirt has been piled up at the curbs, but 
nobody on the street remembers when the 
Aust weis swept up and carted away at the 
fame time. 

Four weeks before Thanksgiving day a 
foree of street sweepers went carefully over 
the pavement from the viaduct to North” 
| avenue and gathered the dirt in piles, and 

Went away again. In a few days the dirt 
covered the pavement thicker than ever. 
Another gang of men came around two 
weeks later and swept the dirt into piles 
again. Then came the high winds, which 

lew most of the dirt back into the street. 
The rest was carted away. 

The last attack on the layer of mud and 
filth that covers the street was made last 
Wednesday. Detached portions of the street, 
she merchants say, were gone over with 
brooms and the dirt again piled up along the 
curbs, where some of it still lies. The rest 
has been trampled over the pavement again, 

Since Monday's snowfall the layer of dirt 
has been turned into a muddy paste that 
feovers the pavement to a depth of two 
incites.

R. W. Hartwig of Hartwig Bros., Milwau- 
kee and Chicago avenues, in front of whose 
place of business the mud lay several inches 
deep. said yesterday that the merchants 
had been forced to take some step to clear 
the street at their own expense, The plan 
to have the street regularly cleaned and 
paid for by the merchants, in the same man- 
ner as the street is sprinkled in summer, ap- 
peared the most feasible. In all probability 
a meeting would be held in a few days and 
the plan put in effect, he said. 

In front of my store the pavement hasn't 
been swept since October, and then th 
sweeping didn't do any good,“ Mr. Harw 
said. 

In all the time I have been here I never 
have seen a sweeping machine on the street, 
and I can scarcely remember when the pave- 
ment was given a thorough cleaning. It 
certainly has not been clean under the 
present administration. Whenever it rains 
it is next to impossible to cross the street, 
although the pavement is one of the best in 
the elty.“ 

W. A. Wiebolt, Milwaukee avenue and 
Paulina street, employs a street sweeper to 
clean up the dirt from in front of his store | 
and a horse and wagon to carry it away. 

“A force of men went over the street 
twice before election,“ said Mr. Wiebolt. 
“The first time they swept the street they 
left the dirt lying in heaps at the curb. By 
the time they came around again it had been 
scattered over the pavement again. I never 
have seen a sweeping machine on the street.” 

At Fontenoy street, and north to the West 
Chicago Street railway company’s power- 
house, the dirt is piled in heaps, where the 
Street sweepers left it a week before. The 
sweepings are rapidly being scattered over 
the pavement again. Farther south and on 
the viaduct the mud Is still deeper. 

In front of the shop of Joseph Leiser, 
Noble street and Milwaukee avenue, the 
street was swept on Thanksgiving day, but 
according to Mr. Leiser the refuse was never 
carried away. 

“The street hasn't been thoroughly swept 
since the new pavement was laid, in 1896,“ 
said Mr. Leiser. We cannot put our goods 
in the windows during the dry weather 
without their being ruined by the flying 
dust, and on rainy days it is impossible 
to cross the street.“ 


Part of Wells Impagsable. 


Since the asphalt pavement was put down 
in Wells street, south of Division, merchants 
in that part of the thoroughfare say they 
have little to complain of. North of Di- 
vision street, however, were the old cedar 
block pavement has been left, the street is 
almost impassable. No effort has.been made 
to clean it for several months, some of the 
mrechants say, and the street fs filled with 
deep ruts and holes that are concealed by a 
thick layer of mud. 

1 don’t believe the north end of Wells 
street has been swept in a year.“ said B. L. 
Roos, Wells street and Lincoln avenue. 
The condition of the street cannot help 
but interfere with business.“ 

H. J. Mede, 563 Wells street, said the pave- 
ment hadn’t been swept for over a year. 

I have had the street in front of my office 
cleaned at my own expense,“ he sad. The 
pavement has been torn up on the east side 
of the street to put in gas or water pipes, 
but even that hasn't been straightened out. 
The street has been left in bad condition, al- 
thoug® no one knows when a new pavement 
will laid.’’ 


Clark street merchants said they had little 
complaint to make, because they have a new 
asphalt pavement so smooth that the wind 
blows the dirt off it into the side streets. 


Dirt in Blue Island Avenue. 

In Blue Island avenue, about fifty feet 
from the intersection of Halsted street, 
there is a huge pile of dirt thirty feet long 
and five feet high. It is directly in front 
of the New Era Bank. The people say this 
dirt pile antedates election by a month. It 
Was accumulated at the time the street 


cleaning and was allowed to remain when it 
got tired and quit. 

The entire street from Halsted to the. 
viaduct, which is well paved and susceptible 
of cleanliness, is plastered with dirt about 
two inches thick. ' 

“Street cleaning has been wholly neg- 
lected on this street since summer,“ de- 
clared Moses Redmond, liveryman at 25 
Blue Island avenue. That is, up to the 
spell thet preceded election day. But if 
Blue Island is dirty, I want to.say it is 
paradise compared to the other streets in 
the ward, excepting Morgan. I have been 
in the livery business twenty years and I 
want to say that never have I seen the 
streets of the city in such bad condition as 
at present, never in worse repair, and rarely 
so filthy. I congratulate myself every time 
a carriage goes out and returns without a 
broken spring. We have to follow the car 
tracks, and they are in pretty bad repair.

Smoke Nuisanee Grows Aggressive. 

For the first time in the history of Chi- 
cago complaints of the existence of smoke 
in a troublesome quantity have come from 
the residence district of Hyde Park. There, 
where there are no manufactories or large 
business buildings, only a few apartment 
houses of any size, plenty of open ground 
and park room, and almost all the buildings 
residences occupied by their owners, one 
would suppose smoke in an offensive form 
would be unknown. Yet at the last session 
of the Council Alderman Nelson had to have 
passed an order instructing the Police de- 
partment to take a hand in the suppression 
of the smoke nuisance in the Thirty-second 
Ward, the Health department having been 
tried and Wund wanting. 

The conditions of which Alderman Nelson 
complains are nothing, however, in com- 
parison with those in the down-town and 
manufacturing districts of the city. The 
claim is made that never have smoking 
chimneys been so plentiful or so obnoxious, 
and there seems to be no attempt on the part 
of the city administration to remedy the 
trouble. Dirty air seems to be a fit accom- 
paniment for dirty streets, and the admin- 
istration nourishes the one as a corollary of. 
the other. 

The trouble with the situation seems to be. 
the view the Health department takes of its 
duties in the matter. Commissioner 
Reynolds thinks moral suasion a better way 
of dealing with the situation than the en- 
forcement of the laws, and depends on the 
promises of offenders that they will not do so 
any more. Speaking of the attitude of the 
department on the smoke question, Secre- 
tary Pritchard said: 

“Commissioner Reynolds’ idea is, when 
offenders against the smoke ordinance have 
been brought into court, if they will show 
a willingness to behave themselves in the 
future, to allow them to pay the costs or

It is not his wish to make prosecutions under 
the smoke ordinance either a matter of re- 
venge or punishment, but to simply hold the 
power intrusted to him as a weapon by which 
citizens can be made to obey the law.

The special attorney who has charge of 
smoke nuisance cases when asked how many 
suits he was bringing replied, An average of 
200 a month,“ and when asked how many 
convictions he secured answered, About 95 
per cent of the cases brought.“ but when 
further asked how many of these fines were 
collected went on to explain that was an en- 
tirely different question and the fines were 
not imposed with any intention of collecting 
them. The suits were merely brought and 
the judgments secured as an awful warning 
to others what terrible things would happen 
to them if they offended against the laws and 
not with any idea of punishing the offender.

Tells of the Disaster. 
Mate Smith of the Provincetown steamer, 
Longfellow, which vessel came in today, 
Says that he found a number of people gath- 


_ ered along the shore waiting for bodies that 


were sighted. The bodies of the crew and 
passengers were coming to shore, and thirty- 


four had been recovered at sundown on Mon- 


day. 

Close watch is being kept at the life-sav- 
ing stations, and a complete patrol has been 
established to keep a lookout for any bodies 
that may wash ashore. Those so far recov- 
ered have been cared for by the people at 
Truro and other places, and held for 
identification. 

The storm was of such violence that if the 
Portland struck on Peaked Hill Bar in half an 
hour the vessel must have been dashed to 
pieces. Only a small part of the cargo had 
been washed ashore up to Sunday noon. 

Further reports of the disaster are un- 
obtainable. No news can be secured from 
High Head, as the wiresare down. The pas- 
sengers of the Longfellow know nothing 
beyond what was told by Mate Smith, who 
n. ade the trip to the scene of death. 

It is learned that some of the bodies re- 
ccvered on the beach by Captain Kelley and 
his men of the life saving crews were circled 
by life preservers, showing that the hapless 
ones On board were aware that the steamer 
was going to pieces, and had taken a last 
desperate chance to save their lives. 

Reports coming in from south of High 
Head and Highland stations were meager. 
It is thought; however, bodies have been 
recovered possibly as far down as Nauset or 
Chatham. 

The Portland was built in Bath, Me., in

Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 29.—Three 
lives were lost in the wreck of the schooner 
Addie Sawyer, which was wrecked on the 
north side of the island. The dead are Cap- 
tain Norwood, Cook Ansever, and Seaman 
Leander Ashley. The Sawyer was bound 
from Calais, Me., for New York with lum- 
ber. Several other schooners were wrecked 
at this point. 

Crew May Have Perished. 

New Bedford, Mass., Nov. 29.—The schoon- 
er Hattie A. Butler, Captain Mullen, bound 
from Onset to New York with a cargo of 
sand, was driven ashore on the rocks at 
Angelica Point, Buzzard’s Bay, near Ma‘ta- 
poisett. The fate of the Captain and crew 
is not known. 


The point at which the Portland went 
ashore, on the extreme northeast of Cape 
Cod, is a famous one for wrecks. For miles 
the shore is an unbroken stretch of white 
sand, snoaling far out, over which, even fn 
the most favorable weather, enormous 
breakers roll. In such a storm as that which 
wrecked the Portland the force of the sea. 1s 
terrific. There is absolutely no shelter for 
a vessel caught on that part of the shore. 
With the wind in the east the life saving 
crew is helpless, as no life gun is powerful 
enough to carry a line outside of the break- 
ers against the wind and the lifeboat can 
rarely' be launched in a heavy storm. 

It was at this point, in December, 1893, 
that the British ship Jason was wrecked. 
The Jason was a new steel ship, launched 
two years before on the Clyde. Sailing from 


se] encountered a series of misfortunes in 
which it lost ten men and two Captains. 
From Zanzibar to Calcutta the bad luck 
pursued it, and after leaving the latter point 
the vessel was dismasted by a typhoon and 
was forced to refit at Cape Town.

ANOTHER STORM AT NEW YORK. 


Snow Again Falling and High Winds 
Along the Coast Attain a Dan- 
gerous Velocity. | 


New York, Nov. 29.—[(Special.]—Another 
storm of considerable extent and violence 
is in progress, bringing with it snow, which 
promised at a late hour to fall all through 
the night. High northeasterly winds pre- 
vailed along thé coast from Sandy Hook to 
Cape Hatteras. ‘These increased during the 
night to a dangerous velocity.

ROGERS SPEAKS FOR HIS SIDE. 


Ex-Alderman Insists His Cohorts Went 
to the Hall to Make a Peace- 


Ex-Alderman John A. Rogers, leader of 
the faction whose henchmen tried to break 
into Bricklayers’ Hall, was seen at his sa- 
loon, 343 West Madison street, after 
shooting. He said: 

“We have not been treated right here for 
a long time. The Berz crowd has insisted 
on the control of the ward for eight years, 


and the claims of the opposition have re- 


ceived no consideration. I havea fair right 
to insist that I am the most popular man in 
the Eighteenth Ward today. I have proved 
this in the way I have been elected Alderman 
in a naturally Democratic ward, and the 
manner in which I ran ahead of my ticket 
in the last election, when I was a candidate 
for the Legislature. But all this made no 
difference to the Berz faction, which, I say, 
insisted on control of the ward organization.

Chief Deputy Coroner Tells How He

Chief Deputy Coroner Mandelbaum was on 
guard at the door of Bricklayers’ Hall to see 
that only accredited members of the club 
were admitted.

SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


Oberlin, O., Nov. 29.—[Special.]—At a spe- 
cial meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
Oberlin College today Dr. John Henry Bar- 
rows, D. D., of Chicago was unanimously 
elected President of the institution. All the 
members of the corporation except. four 
were present and the absent members sent 
letters strongly approving Dr. Barrows as 
President. 

Dr. L. C. Warner of New York, chairman 
of the Committee on Appointments, made 
the announcement at chapel tonight. He 
reviewed the history of Oberlin and stated 
that for the two years that the college had 
been without a President the trustees had 
been laboring to secure a suitable man for 
the position. Dr. Barrows has been chosen 
as the man most eminently qualified to oc- 
cupy the highest positior in the institution, 
The announcement of Dr. Barrows’ name 
was received with enthusiasm by the faculty 
and students. 

Parents Both Graduates. 

Dr. Barrows visited Oberlin recently and 
looked over the ground, and it was thought 
then that the office of President would be 
offered him. The parents of Dr. Barrows 
were both graduated from Oberlin, the Rev. 
John M. Barrows from the Theological sem- 
inary in 1838 and Caroline M. Barrows from 
the literary department in the same year. 
‘This fact itself gives Dr. Barrows an in- 
creased interest in the college. 

A committee was named to wait on Dr. 
Barrows in person at an early date and in- 
form him of the action of the trustees. It 


Is expected here that Dr. Barrows will ac- 


cept the office and enter upon his duties at 
the beginning of the winter term on Jan. 4. 


A telegram announcing the selection of 
Dr. Barrows to the Presidency of Oberlin 
College was received at his residence, 5519 
Correll avenue, Chicago, yesterday after- 
noon from L. C. Warner, chairman of the 
Committee on Elections of the Board of 


Trustees of the college. The telegram stated 


Dr. Barrows’ election was ungnimous on the 
first ballot, and that the Board of Trustees 
was enthusiastic over the report of the com- 
mittee. The committee requested arrange- 
ments be made for its members to meet Dr. 
Barrows in Chicago today. Dr. Barrows was 
not at home, and the dispatch was forwarded 
to Mount Morris, III., where he lectured last 
night. His lecture tour for this week will 


take him through Iowa, and his return to 


Chicago is not exnecte4 until Saturd>v. 

It was found impossible to get a reply from 
Dr. Barrows at Mount Morris by either 
telegraph or telephone, but immediately 
after his return from his recent visit to 
Oberlin he stated to THE Trisune that 
when formally and unanimously elected on 
certain conditions he had named he would 
accept the Presidency of the college.

Election of Captain Takes Place at a 
Banquet at President Harper“

ELLIOTT CRESSON 
GOLD MEDAL GIVEN To 
INVENTOR JENKINS. 


Franklin Institute Determines the 
Question of Priority in Connection 
with the Phantascope — Wonderful 
Results of the Discovery. 


Richmond, Ind., Nov. 29.—[Speciai.J— 
Charles F. Jenkins, a young man of this 
city, son of A. M. Jenkins, has just had 
conferred upon him a distinguished honor 
by the Franklin Institute, one of the leading 
scientific societies in America. This horor 
is the Elliott Cresson gold medal, which 
establishes the priority of Jenkins’ phanta- 
scope invention. 

The story connected with this is an inter- 
esting one. In December, 1893, Jenkins ex- 
hibited his phantascope before the Franklin 
Institute. As no other machine of the kind 
existed at that time, it was enthusiastically 
received, and by unanimous vote was re- 
ferred to the Institute Committee on Science 
and Arts In a short time after Jenkins’ 
invention became known many others ofa 
similar nature appeared, but the medal con- 
ferred upon him sets at rest the question of 
the originality of the invention. 

The first phantascope built by Jenkins 
was so perfect that no device has since 
been bullt which produces results as satis- 
factory, but they were poor at best, and 
Jenkins set about inventing a machine pro- 
ducing a picture as free from the ever-pres- 
ent jumping and flickering as a stereopticon 
lantern picturecan be. He has succeeded, the 
machine using a wide film. With this ma- 
chine he is about to begin some scientifie 


been impossible. Jenkins, who is now in 
Washington, proposes during the coming 
year, with special apparatus, the subjects of 
patents to him, to produce an imitated 
picture in natural colors and stereoscopic 
relief. He claims this can be done, al- 
though the proposition is regarded with 
some doubt. His plan will be to take, for 
example, a stalk of corn, which will be 
photographed with a compound camera 
through color screens hour by hour, from 
the time it springs from the ground until 
it is harvested. The pictures will be pro- 
jected with a special lantern and will be 
viewed by the audience through special 
binocular pieces. Bach onlooker. will see 
upon the screen the complete production of 
the stalk of corn, which when grown will be 
cut down and carried away by the farmer, 
the whole taking place within two or three 
minutes, 

Jenkins also proposes to show the prog- 
ress of the seasons in about the same way. 
This he will do with a tree orforest. First 
he will show midwinter, next the melting 
snows and the budding leaves of spring, 
then the wasting of the nature foliage of 
summer, the changing to the browns and 
reds of autumn, and finally the falling 
leaves and barrenness of winter again Still 
more wonderful, the mventor proposes to 
show the effects of different conditions of 
the atmosphere upon the plants and trees, 
This he will do by producing a record which 
in the projected picture can be seen simul- 
taneously with the growth of the plant or 
tree. As object lessons in botany these 
pictures will prove of the keenest interest 
and will ultimately be of much public good.

CONTROLLER DAWES’ RETORT. 

Tun Tus printed yesterday a sum- 
mary of the report of Controller of the Cur- 
rency Dawes. The most interesting 
and valuable portion of it is his argument, 
based on statistics, against the proposition 
to abandon the present method of securing 
banknote issues and to allow them to be 
secured by the general assets of the bank, 
the noteholder to have a prior lien on those 
assets in the event of the insolvency of the 
bank, and the depositors to have what is 
This is a valuable contribution to 
banknote literature. | 

The Controller analyzes the data fur- 
nished by 195 national banks which have 
failed and have been finally liquidated and 
shows how much more the depositors would 
have lost had the banks been allowed to is- 
sue notes not secured by government bonds 
but made a ‘prior lien on the assets than 
those depositors actually lost. He shows 
also that those losses would have been the 
greatest in the smaller communities and in 
the western, central and southern portions 
of the United States. ae | 

The Controller makes it clear that it 
these ‘insolvent banks had issued notes not 
secured by bonds equal to 60 per cent of 
their capital, and those notes had been a 
prior lien on the assets, the depositors of 
the failed banks in the New England States. 
would have lost 6.18 per cent of their divi- 
dends. Those in the §tates of the middle 
West and the Pacific coast would have lost 
over 33 per cent of their dividends, and those 
of the States between the Missouri and the 
Rocky Mountains over 58 per cent of their 
dividends. 

The Controller contends—and he proves 
his case—that if the “currency reform“ 
which is demanded were carried out the 
depositors in the smaller nationa! banks and 
in the newer sections of the country would 
be the ones to suffer the most. He is of the 
opihion that the adoption of this “ reform ” 
would stimulate at first the banking busi- 
ness in the West and South. Private ard 
State banks would become national banks, 
so as to be able to issue notes. The ulti- 
mate consequences, he is convinced, would 
prove disastrous because of an inflation of 
the currency and the speculation which 
would result. 

The Controller does not believe that the 


from the government to the banks is so im- 
portant as to warrant allowing banks to 
issue notes against their capital, especially 
when the prior lien on the assets is given 
to the noteholders. Tha Controller insists 
that that preference is unjust, and points 
out, as has been stated already, how it 
must work to the grave injury of depos- 
itors, especially in those communities where 
bank depositors have already sustained the 
greatest percentage of loss. Those com- 
munities are the ones where the deposits 
are the smallest, and there would be the 
greatest incentive to the taking out of in- 
creased circulation. 

The Controller’s reasoning is clear and his 
position is unassailable. He has done the 
people a service by producing the evidence i 
to sustain the contention of Tun Trisunn, 
that depositors must suffer if the bond- 
secured notes are replaced by notes made 
a first lien on commercial assets, The Con- 
troller’s reeommendation is that the existing 
bank-note system be not abandoned, but 
elasticity be given it by allowing banks 
to issue a small amount of uncovered notes 
in time of panic, subject, however, to so 
heavy a tax as to make it unprofitable to. 
issue them at any other time, and to force 
their retirement after the emergency is 
over. The tax should be large enough also 
to provide a fund to redeem the notes ip 
full if the banks do not redeem them. 

The new Controller starts off well. The 
more his report—the first he has made-- 
is studied the more highly will business- 
men think of it. He has attacked the 
weakest position in the line of the Indianap- 
olis “currency reformers” and has ear- 
ried it by storm. Congress will be con- 
vinced by his arguments and the data he 
gives.

A FREE SILVER COMMERCIAL scHOOL. 

The President of the Board of Education 
has sent a circular letter to a number of 
Chicago business-men. He states therein 
that the board is thinking of establish ‘ig 
a commercial training school to fit young 
men for a business career, and that the 
board would like to have the views of repre- 
sentative Chicago business-men as to the 
best course of study for such a school. 
The circular letter states certain studies 
which have been proposed for the first 
year and also certain studies for an ad- 
vanced course, including, among other 
things, the elements of commercial law ” 
and “ the principles of money.” 

Some of the recipients of these letters 
are of the opinion that if this ambitious 
scheme were carried out fully the pupils

The Evening Post announces that In- 


diana, like lowa, demands an early special 
session ” to revise “ our obsolete, antiquat- 
ed, and incoherent currency laws.” It 
declares that Editor Clarkson of the State 
Register has been converted to the belt 
that “the safety of the country demands 
a special session.” The Post asserts that 
a currency “reform” law must be enact- 
ed and tested before the next Presidential 
campaign, or the Altgelds and Bryans will 
misrepresent that law, and “ failure to com- 
prehend a necessarily complicated reform 
will endanger Republican success.”

Congress is urged to remodel the currency 
system in such a way as to injure depositors 
and is gravely assured that if this is not 
done at once the Republican party and 
sound money principles will be defeated at 
the next election. They will be defeated if 
such a “reform” is thade. Altgeld and 
Bryan would ask for nothing better than 
the legislation which it is demanded the 
next Congress shall enact at once. It would 
give them the next election. The Post 
states that the people will “ fail to com- 
prehend a necessarily complicated reform ” 
unless it is put in operation speedily. The 
earlier it is put in operation—were Congress 
foolish enough to do so—the more sweeping 
would be the Republican defeat in 1900, 
precisely because the people would have 
time to see the mischievous nature of the 
so-called“ reform.” 

The Post is compelled to admit “ the value 
of the Controller’s suggestions in relation to 
the protection of depositors.” It is pre- 
pared to abandon the first lien feature, 
which was designed to make the noteholders 
safe and let the depositors hold the bag. 
Then how are the noteholders to be secured 
if deprived of their prior lien? The Post 
should give its readers some information 
on that point, and while about it might 
as well go into the whole subject and 
state minutely how it proposes to protect 
both depositors and noteholders; what limit 
it will impose on note issues, and what 
it proposes to do with the other kinds of 
currency, such as greenbacks and silver 
certificates which are in circulation now. 
Instead of these general statements that 
Indiana and Iowa demand currency reform, 
the Post should state specifically—if it can— 
what it wants. 


THE CONTROL OF STREET RAILROADS. 

A local paper jumps at the conclusion 
that the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
| sioners are asking the Legislature to grant 
them that power over traction companies 
which the Humphrey bill proposed to give tu 
a State commission. The bill in question 


@ voice in the granting of franchises to 
traction companies went much beyond the 
suggestions of the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners. 

They recommend that they be given the 
same power over street railroads that they 
have now over steam railroads. They are 
empowered to examine the condition and 
business of the latter, to prosecute them 
if they violate any law, and to investigate 
any accidents which may happen. The 
commissioners have much to say also re- 
garding the safety of grade crossings of 
railroads. One reason why they wish to 
be put in charge of the street railroads 
is that the latter, especially in the large 
cities, cross the steam railroads on the 


same level and many accidentsensue. The 


commissisners think an end would be put 
to such accidents if they eould order in- 
terlocking systems at crossings where they 
are deemed necessary. The commissioners 
also want the traction companies ordered to 
make detailed reports to them as steam rail- 
roads are in order “ to protect the investing 
public.“ 

The summary of the recommendations of 
the commissioners does not seem to in- 
dicate that they wish to deprive the city 
of any power over street railroads which 
it has now. Therefore their recommenda- 
tions are not open to criticism on that score. 
Grade crossings of steam and street rail- 
ways are being done away with in this 
city by the rapid elevation of the tracks 
of the former. There are other parts of 
the State, however, where the use of the 
interlocking switch system may be most de- 
sirable. If so, there should be power some- 
where to enforce its adoption. The full 
text of the report of the commissioners may 
show, however, that they want to be given 
some measure of control over street rail- 
roads to the injury of the rights of munici- 
palities. No such control should be given 
them.

THE BREWERS AND THE BEEReT 

There is to be a national meeting of 
brewers in New York City next month to 
begin agitation for the repeal of the in- 
creased tax on beer. By the Dingley law 
it was raised from 92% cents a barrel 
to one dollar. By the war revenue law 
it was raised to $1.85 a barrel. The in- 
crease in the tax has benefited greatly 
the revenues of the government. The col- 
lections on account of fermented liquors 
during July, August, and September of 
this year were nearly 21 niillion dollars. 
During the corresponding months of 1890 
the collections were a little over 10 mil 
lions. 
The Chicago brewers are strongly in 
favor of the decrease in the tax. They 
allege that unless this is done their busi- 
ness will become “ completely demoralized.” 
But while the brewers complain the con- 
sumers do not. There is no reason why 
they should, for they are getting just as 
much beer for a nickel as they used. to. 
The Chicago brewers set out by advancing 
the price a dollar a barrel to cover the

Their constituents will not find fault with 


the brewers, who are disgusted because 
they are not making as much money as 
they used to. As long as spirits pay the 
high tax of $1.10 a gallon, brewers who 
pay a much lower rate on the alcohol in 
their product have no business to grumble. 
As long as the consumers of sugar, who 
are the entire population of the United 
States, pay a higher rate of tax on that 
necessary of life than beer consumers would

Whether an Anglo-Saxon alliance would 
be wise and the greatness of the responsi- 
bilities resting with the United States in 
the extension of the territory to the posses- 
sions ceded by Spain were the topics dis- 
cussed by speakers at the November banquet 
of the Life Underwriters’ association at the 
Union League club last evening. 

James H. 
mercial National Bank, in his address on 
“Anglo-Saxon Government” said: ‘‘We are 
entering upon new fields, and the problems 


They will test not only the strength of our 
constitution but also the fiber of the Amer- 
ican citizen. We enter upon no holiday 
enterprise. The flush of victory, the splen- 
did achievements on land and on sea will 
count for little in solving the civil problems. 
It is to test the American citizen himself 
in the discharge of his new obligations. A 
new world, a greater republic, calls for 
greater interest on the part of citizens, a 
calmer inquiry into the acts of the govern- 
ment. And unless the American citizen is 
willing to show that the government is to 
him more than the acquisition of part~ 
triumph we had better not have undertaken 
to place ourself before the world as the 
forerunner of a better civilization.’’ 

George W. Hinman spoke against an 
Anglo-Saxon alliance. “An Anglo-American 
alliance,“ he said, is something I hope will 
never come to pass. There is one precedent 
for such an alliance. I refer to the case of 
Prussia and Austria. Prussia was originally 
a small, strong, self-contained, vigorous 
power, with the intention of developing only 
her own resources. The diplomatists of 
Austria, then in her glory, succeeded in tying 
Prussia to the skirts of Austria. Only Bis- 
marck’s great efforts, after generations of 
bloodshed and oppression, were able to 
emancipate Prussia. We stand today atthe 
threshold of opportunity. It would be a 

sin against every consideration of national 
patriotism for us to say: ‘We will bind our- 
selves to a nation that is past the zenith of 
its power; to a nation that is bound to sink 
as did Holland, Spain, and France before 
her.’ I believe such an alliance would rob 
us of our own growth. I known it would 
rob us of our traditional friend, and that is 
Russia.“ 

Judge John Barton Payne sketched the 
rapid growth of the United Stdtes from the 
days of Continental America to the present. 
Speaking of the acquisition of territory from 
Spain he said: “If our purpose is commer- 
cial we may gain great power. If our pur- 
pose is merely humanitarian we shall elevate 
in some way those people. But if our pur- 
pose is to establish a greater America it is 

a serious question whether we may not by 
this step have shortened our life. Our gov- 
ernment as applied to the Philippines, to 
Japan, or China would be a total failure, an 
absolute misfit.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. William M. Lawrence spoke 
on “Politics and Education.“ He said that 
politics must be absolutely divorced from the 
public schools. That to keep the school sys- 
tem pure and helpful to growing children it 
must be saved from the touch of political 
parties. 


Sugar and Glucose Companies Said to 
3 Be Planning One Big 
Corporation. 


A report came from Wall street yesterday 
that a consolidation between the sugar trust 
and tho glucose trust is in sight. The project 
was sald to be to capitalize the new company 
at $150,000,000, one-half preferred and one- 
half common stock. The sugar trust has a 
capitalization of $75,000,000 and the glucose 
trust of $40,000,000. With the $35,000,000 
stock remaining it was thought possible to 
buy in the competing Arbuckle and Doescher 
refineries. 

A large part of the stock of thé Glucose 
Sugar Refining company has long been held 
by the sugar trust people of New York, and 
an amicable trade arrangement has existed. 
Local financial] authorities do not, however, 
credit the report of a consolidation, but aver 
that the report was started to boom sugar 
trust stock. Although sugar stock has re- 
cently been going higher, there is no indica- 
tion in the present weak price of Glucose 
stock that anything favorable to the latter 
property is being fixed up. 

Manufacturers of elevators are finishing 
the consolidation under articles of incorpora- 
tion just obtained in New Jersey, the au- 
thorized capital being 611.000, 000. 

President R. T. Crane, chief stockholder of 
the Crane Elevator company, has disposed 
of his interests and the company’s minor 
stockholders are said to be in accord with the 
new trust.

TRUSTS IN SWEETS MAY JOIN. 


ALWAYS BOUGHT | 


Declares That to Grasp the Fall Aa- 
vantages Now Offered Vessels Are 

Neecéssary at Once—All Lines of In- 
dustry Would Be Bene fited—Present 
Conditions Hamper Export Traffic

“Our industrial development has now 
reached that point where, supglemented by 
adequate transportation facilities, we can, to 
eyed extent, compete with any nation. 

any lines of manufacturing find it impossi- 
ble now to secure adequate shipping facill- 
ties. I know of some which could double 
their business if they could get the vessels. 
It is too great an opportunity to be lost, but 
to take advantage of it we must act quickly, 
for England and other European nations 
will meet the demands of the occasion unless 
we act promptly. ‘ 

But if we are to succeed in this matter 
it will be necessary for the government to 
offer some encouragement to capital to in- 
vest in this direction. As it is now few cap- 
italists will invest their money in vessels 
which have to enter into competition with 
subsidized foreign steamship lines. Assured 
of some aid, however, they will be quick 
to act. 

“I think this subject should be treated 
in the same manner as were the manu- 
facturing industries of this country. It 
should be given protection until able to 
stand alone.“

SPANISH VIEW OF 
‘THE FIGHTING AT 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


Contents of the Diary of a Lieutenant 
in the Besieged City Made Public by 
the Bureau of National Intelligence 

at Washington. | 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.— The Bureau 
of National Intelligence today issued another 
of its war series, this time the Battles and 
Capitulation of Santiago de Cuba, by Lieu- 
tenant José Muller y Tejeiro, the Second in 
Command of the Naval Forces of the Prov- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba.’’ 

The publication begins with a chapter, en- 
titled “ The Two Fleets,“ telling of the ar- 
rival of Cervera’s squadron on the 19th of 
May and of the disappointment of the people, 
who expected no less than eight battleships 
instead of five. The Lieutenant mentioned 
the fact that provisions were short, also 
that the military element of the province 
were nine or ten months in arrears in the 
payment of consignments, and had been 
living on credit for some time What hap- 
pened at Santiago was true of other places in 
the islands. The merchants instead of con- 
tributing to the welfare of the army hid 
whatever they had and raised prices. 

Concerning the opinions as to why the fleet 
did not go out he says the Spanish ships did 
not have to give battle in order to obtain 
results, and that if provisions had not been 
wanting in Santiago and the Spanish fleet 
had remained there no one could tell to what 
extremes impatience and despair might not 
have carried Admiral Sampson. 

The movements of thé American fleets 
were a puzzle to the Spanlards as they did 
not know why they remained on watch all 
day and disappeared at night. Speaking 
of the Merrimac, he says that we at Santi- 
ago have not succeeded in ascertaining def- 
initely—though it 4s probably known in 
Spain from American newspapers that arein 
the habit of publishing everything—what 
was the real object that the Merrimac had 
in view.“ | 

The arrival of the army created consider- 


land. Provisions were still running short, 
and it is stated that if El Caney and San 
Juan had not been taken Spaniards would 
not have lost communication with the culti- 
vated region nor would the aqueduct have 
been cut. The small number of the Spanish 
forces made it impossible to save these posi- 
tions. He speaks of the destructive work of 
the Vesuvius whenever the bombs fell upon 
any point where there were works or guns. 
Speaking of the battles of El Caney and 
San Juan he says the casualties. of the 
Spanish side were 60 officers and 533 men. 
He claimed that only 520 men defended El 
Caney for ten hours and that 250 de- 


fended San Juan for four hours. 


The Lieutenant gives considerable space to 
the naval battle. The fire of the Spanish 
ships was said.to have been slow, while that 
of the American ships was brisk. In dis- 
cussing the disaster he says the loss of the 
fleet had been foretold by all its command- 
ers, but public opinion in the Island of Cuba 
required the presence of the fleet in Cuban 
waters. The fleet received definite orders 
from the Captain General of Cuba to leave

Edueational Comm ission Puts 

the Last Touches on Its 
“Recommendations. 


WILL ISSUE 3,000 COPIES. 


Members Méet at the Chicago 
Club, but Make No Changes 
of Importance. 


ALL WILL SIGN DOCUMENT. 


The constructive task of the Educational] 
commission came to an end last evening at 
the Chicago club, and the recommendations 
for a better system of school administration 
are to be embodied at once in a 300-page re- 
port, which will be submitted to the Mayor 
and the City Council and subsequently made 
public. Three thousand copies of the report 
have been ordered printed for distribution. 

Few changes were recommended at last. 
night’s meeting, which was attended by C. 
R. Corwith, Dr, McPherson, C. A. Mair, Dr. 
Joseph Stolz, B. F. Rogers, C. M. Walker, 
and Professor G. F. James. The session 
was rather a farewell gathering than an 


attempt to improve on what had been done. 


The report will recommend that one or 
more architects be employed, leaving it to 
the board to decide whether a special archi- 
tect shall be engaged for new school build: 
ngs, or the plans left to the regular archi- 


All the members of the commission agreed 
that the Superintendent of Schools be given 
a seat and voice in the Board of Education, 
but no vote. The auditor, it will be recom- 
mended, will act as controller and be direct- 
ly responsible to the board. 

One of the questions that was decided was 
the make-up of the proposed examining 
board. The report will recommend that the 
Superintendent be in charge and that he. 
name one of the assistant Superintendents 
for one member of the board, and nominate 
three times as many college graduates as 
are needed for each year’s appointments. 
The examining board will have charge of all 
entrance and graduation examinations for 
the Cook County Normal School, examina- 
tions for principals, and special examina- 


tlons. 


There will be no reference to free text 
books in the report. Considerable latitude 


will be given in the naming of school build- 


ings. Preference is shown for the names 
of dead Chicagoans distinguished in local 
history, and for living personages outside 
of Chicago whose place in history is sure. 

Instead of recommending that the number 
of pupils to each instructor be limited to 
forty, the commission decided not to rec- 
ommend any fixed number. Suggestion will 
be made that the number of teachers -be 
increased, particularly in the lower high 
school grades. 

The report will be signed by all the mem- 
bers of the commission. Professor James, 
President Harper, and Dr. McPherson will 
review the report, though proofs will be 
sent to each member. 


WILL. BUILD TWO BIG SHIPS. 


South Chicago Company Secures an Or- 
der Aggregating $400,000 from a 
Cleveland Firm. 


An order for two large steel freighters, 
a steamer and to arge, to cost $400,000, 
has been placed wit the Chicago Shipbulild- 
ing company by kands, Mather & Co., 
Cleveland, O. The boats will measure 500 
feet over all, the largest ever built at the 
South Chicago yards. The enlargement of 
the company’s slip at One Hundred and First 
street and the Calumet will be necessary 
to build them.⸗ When completed they will 
be operated by the Minnesota Steamship 
company. 

There was at first, it is said, an intention 
on the part of the Cleveland firm to place the 
order for the steamer here and give the

St Is Called “A Golden Sorrow” and 
Has a Moral for Girle—Elisabeth C. 
Satterthwait’s “A Son of the Caro- 
linas” Deals with a Storm on the 
Sea Islands — Will Allen Drom- 
goole’s “ Cinch, and Other Stories ” 
Is a Charming Book. 


N her pretty novel, “A Golden Sorrow ” 
(Stone), the late Maria Louise Pool 
varied her program slightly by carrying 
her New England characters to St. Au- 

« gustine, Fla., and bringing them in con- 
tact with a fiery and troublesome Spaniard 
mamed Mendoza. This same Mendoza man- 
ages to make things more than lively 
through nearly all the pages of the book, 
casting his swarthy shadow athwart the 
sweet love making of Faxon Shepard and 
Vieve Leete, who both come from Massachu- 
setts. 

Evidently the mistake was made when 
Faxon was suddenly called North to the 
bedside of his mother, who was supposed to 
be dying. To be sure, when he left Florida 
the two lovers could hardly tear themselves 
from each other’s arms. Yet two or three 


weeks later this same Miss Leete had be- 


come Mrs. Mendoza. The author and Miss 
Leete both inform us that it was done by 
some hypnotic spell which this black-browed 
José Maria de Mendoza exercised over the 
girl he loved, but we must be excused if 
we doubt this. It is really only a little tour 
de force by which the novelist has stretched 
the possibilities of human nature and of fact 
in order to get things into a hard knot and 
make them thrillingly interesting. 

At any rate, when the devoted Mr. Shepard 
. yeturns and finds his sweetheart married to 
his rival there is naturally the devil to pay, 
and Vieve proceeds at once to pay him by 
picking up a pistol and planting a bullet in 
the breast of her new husband. This is cer- 
tainly enough action to keep things going for 
awhile. The days and weeks and years that 
foliow are filled up with the slow recovery of 


Mendoza, the devoted care that Vieve lav- | 


fishes upon him, and the sad change that 
comes over her formerly sunny but impul- 
give character. This is the golden sorrow, 
and it is evidently meant that ambitious 
young ladies who read novels and long for 
gold and jewels as their wedding portion 
Should learn, as Vieve did, that all the wealth 
of a Mendoza will not compensate for the 
loss of a real lover. 3 

The turn in the story by which Vieve 
finally gets free, after five years of sorrow, 
is somewhat novel, but scarcely more prob- 
able than the original marriage. In short, 
the author has again done violence to the 
probabilities in order to bring about a pleas- 
ant ending. In spite of these lapses, how- 
ever, A Golden Sorrow holds the interest 
remarkably well, and it is morally healthful 
and charmingly told. 


—— 

Elizabeth Carpenter Satterthwalt, like Mr. 
Tesla, believes in turning the great forces 
of nature to practical use. In her novel, A 
Don of the Carolinas,“ she has pressed into 
service the terrible storm that swept the 
Gea Islands of South Carolina in 1893, and 
has made it furnish the motive power and 
sweep her story on toa sufficiently dramatic 
climax. The story is not without its crudi- 
ties, and its plot is hackneyed, but its atmos- 
phere is pleasing, its descriptions graphic, 
and its portrayal of Southern life fairly 
accurate. 

Robert Dare is the hero’s name, and when 
he first enters the scenes he is a small orphan 
boy, left in the care of the faithful negro 
woman, Aunt Jetty. When an attractive 
youth, such as Robert grows to be, comes 
walking through the pages of a novel it may 
be taken for a moral certainty that an 
equally attractive young woman is not far 
off. The law has never been known to fail. 
In this case her name is Miss Margaret Halli- 
well, a Quaker maiden, and she nurses Rob- 
ert after this youth has performed the pain- 
ful but necessary feat of injuring himself 
with a shotgun. Of course Robert and Mar- 
garet become engaged; they always do in 
duch circumstances. Naturally, too, there is 
a jealous young woman at hand to send 
Margaret an anonymous letter aspersing 
Robert's past record. Jealous young women 
always do these things—in novels. Margaret 
suddenly departs from the Sea Islands, leav- 
ing Robert to pine in loneliness and play a 
part in the hurricane and flood scene when 
it comes. Happily, though the storm kills 
hundreds of poor people, it also clears the 
atmosphere for Robert and Margaret by re- 
vealing the deception that had parted them. 

It is a good, clean story, especially suited 
for feminine readers. Aunt Jetty is a minor 
figure, but is really the finest character in

Upon reading Will Allen Dromgoole’s 
bunch of Tennessee tales, Cinch, and Other 
Stories,“ one is forced to the conclusion that 
the other stories are better than Cinch.” 
This leading tale has some points of 
strength, but its morality is a little broad. 
The collection, as a whole, however, is un- 
usually delightful. Will Allen Dromgoole’s 
Tennessee dialect is not quite as hard to 
read as is Miss Murfree’s mountain vernacu- 
lar. There is also a tenderness and a deft- 
ness of character delineation in these stories 
that cause one to rank the author high. 


Probably the best story in the collection is { 


“A Scrap of College Lore.“ It is a character 
- study of a faithful and pious old colored 
woman,showing the remarkable fidelity with 
which these dusky mammies frequently 
Stand by the most unworthy white youths in 
._ spite ef all sorts of misdeeds. In this story 
there is a dissipated boy whose father and 
mother have both died, and whose property 
has been bequeathed to a negro nurse be- 
cause the father has not considered him fit 
to have it. The young man goes from bad io 
worse, until one day he kills a man and has 
to fiee from justice. The negress, who has 
taken care of him through all his dissipation, 
hides the young murderer in her flour barrel 
and resorts to many shrewd devices for 
throwing the officers off the scent. They 
finally catch the criminal, however, and he 
is sentenced to work in a mine. One day 
there is an explosion, and this prisoner is 
terribly injured. The skill and force with 
which the author portrays the old nurse’s 
eagerness to rush through the poisonous 
vapors of the mine and rescue her boy are 
noteworthy. It would be hard to put into so 
few pages a better picture of unselfish and 
tender devotion.

PLANNING FOR CORNER-STONE. 


MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 

Of all the forms of self-advertisement re- 
sorted to by authors and others who find 
that the public does not concede to them a 
sufficient degree of attention to satisfy their 
craze for notoriety and their inordinate 
vanity there is none more open to criticism, 
and one might almost say ghoulish, than the 
rather common practice of taking advan- 
tage of the death df a distinguished per- 
sonage for the purpose. 

No sooner is the demise of some celebrity 
announced than one finds scores of people 
giving publicity to the praise alleged with 
more or less truth to have been lavished 
upon them by the illustrious dead, the latter 
being naturally unable to say whether the 
laudatory remarks were really made or 
whether, as is often the case, they are purely 
imaginary. 

One of the worst offenders in this respect 
is Miss Marie Corelli, who has obtained 
already so much advertisement by her af- 
fectations of an artificial horror of pub- 
licity, and who is never tired of abusing 
the press for devoting, as she declares, too 


much attention to herself. 
No sooner had Mr. Gladstone breathed his 


last than Miss Corelli treated her country- 
men to a descriptiom of how the Grand Old 
Man had been so much struck by her writ- 


admiration, and had paid her a three hours’ 
visit, urging her to continue to put to good 
use the magnificent talents with which Prov- 
idence had endowed her.“ 

This story was issued to the public while 
the latter was still under the impression 
created by the death and magnificent fu- 
neral of the veteran statesman, and it need 
hardly be said that coming at such a time 
it constituted an immense advertisement 
for Miss Corelli and for her works. 

And now she comes once more before the 
public in order to communicate to the latter 
the fact that there was no English writer 
for whom the late Empress of Austria enter- 
tained so high an admiration as herself. 
The murdered Empress had no sooner been 
laid in her grave than Miss Corelli took 
steps to secure the publication of a letter 
which had been addressed to her by Mr. 
Barker, the English reader of her Majesty, 
to acknowledge the receipt of one of her re- 
cent books, as well as of her photograph, 
which the authoress, in pursuance of the 
practice common among writers of every 
degree, had sent to the Empress. 

No sooner does a man or a woman write a 
book in Europe than he or she considers 
it to be a sacred duty to send a beautifully 
bound copy to every one of the crowned 
heads in Europe, the royal acknowledge- 
ments being usually utilized afterward for 
the purpose of advertising the work. 

_Thus it was only the other day that the 
English newspapers anmounced that the 


had been graciously pleased to accept 
copies of the new novel of the Queen of 
the Parisian half world, the notorious Lian- 
ne de Pougy, which was equivalent, in the 
eyes of mary people, to giving the work 
the stamp of approval of English royalty. 
Scarcely a day passes without dozens of 
these species of presentation copies arriving 
at this or that royal palace abroad, and 
quite a few of them come from authors in 
this country, where there are some writers 
who each time that they bring out a work 
send a copy to the various Old World rulers, 
the binding exquisitely adorned with the 
armorial bearings of the royal recipient. 


We learn that the latter’s books have af- 
forded to the lamented Empress many 
hours of rest, a remark which would lead 
one to believe that The Sorrows of Satan,” 
etc., exercised a soporific influence upon the 
deceased sovereign. 

Mr. Barker adds that the Empress ad- 
mires your talent and style of writing.“ The 
letter concludes with the ordinary compli- 
ments and expressiom of regret to learn 
that Miss Corelli has been ilk So much for 
Mr. Barker’s letter.

about the authoress for—I use the own words 
of the Empress—“ airing her own private 
grievances in her novels.”’ * 
This craze for notoriety, for self-advertise- 
ment, this inordinate vanity, in short, which 
eo many of the minor prophets of the world 
of literature seem to share with mediocre 
painters, and with Anarchists, is responsible 
for a terrible tragedy which has just taken 
place at Vienna, where Baron Adalbert 
von Majersky, son of a great territorial 
magnate and distinguished army officer, 
has just killed himself, his wife, and his 
child, besides attempting the life of his 
mother-in-law, who fortunately escaped, 
The man was rich, had everything, in fact, 


to render life agreeable and pleasant. Not 


even his wealth, however, could induce the 
public to accord the amount of admiration 
to his poetry which he was convinced that 
the latter merited. In fa€?, his poetic gifts 
were a subject of derision rather than of 
enthusiasm on the part of the critics and of 
the press. | 

Finally he worked himself up into such a 
state of exasperation about the lack of ap- 
preciation shown by his countrymen for his 
verses that he perpetrated the two-fold mur- 
der and the suicide described above, the 
tragedy being entirely and solely due to 
wounded vanity.

Although Chicago have 
been reported to be in favor of all the bank- 
ing and currency principles for which the 
Indianapolis Monetary Reform commis- 
sion pronounced, and which were substan- 
tially embodied, in a modified form, in the 
McCleary bill, yet interviews with leading 
local bankers yesterday relative to the re- 
port of Controller Dawes showed that they 
are practically a unit in agreeing with the 
opinion expressed in the Dawes report that 
note issues based on bank assets would be 
neither, safe nor at all necessary in a practi- 
cal scheme of currency reform. Bankers 
who were willing to discuss the report at all 
stated that in their belief the plan of issuing 
notes against bank assets was the weak 
feature of the generally strong scheme pro- 
posed by the Monetary commission, and 
that with this feature eliminated the prop- 
aganda of currency reform would receive 
more enthusiastic support from the banking 
and business interests than is at present 
accorded to it. 

Neither J. J. Mitchell of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings company nor ex-Controller 


mission and the latter perhaps the most 
widely quoted advocate of currency reform 
in the country, would enter into any criticism 
of Controller Dawes’ report. Mr. Mitchell 
said: 

“The point the Controller brings up that 
note-holders should enjoy no preference 
over depositors in case of insolvency is one 
that a great pany good bankers will indorse. | 
The proposition of the Monetary commis- 
sion that notes be issued against bank as- 
sets has already met with a great deal of 
severe criticism. Personally, I do not care 
to discuss the subject, as I am myself a mem- 
ber of the Monetary commission which drew 
up this plan.“ 

Ex- Controller Eckels saſd: It would not 
be in good taste for me to discuss the report 
of my successor, and I would not do so any- 
way until I had read the official copy.“ 

E. G. Keith, President of the Metropolitan 
National Bank, said: I think Mr. Dawes 
is right in his position. I have never be- 
lieved it possible or safe to allow banks to 
issue notes based on their assets. It would 
be unfair and prejudicial to depositors, and | 
would do the banks no good. A great many 
business-men have refused to support or at 
least to enthuse over the Monetary commis- 
sion’s plan, just because of this one objec- 
tlonable feature. The object of currency 
reform should be to get rid of too many 
greenbacks, and that can be accomplished, 
and the dangers of an endless chain pre- 
vented, without recourse to the doubtful ex- 
periment of allowing note issues against 
bank assets. There are enough government 
bonds on the market now to furnish a suffi- 
cient basis for bank note circulation, and 
if there were not enough, banks might be 
allowed to deposit with the Treasury green- 
backs instead of government bonds, as a 
basis for a wider circulation of notes.”’ 
President I. G. Lombard of the American 
National Bank said: It would be unfair 
to depositors and hurtful to the interests of 
sound banks to allow bank notes to be issued 
against bank assets, and noteholders instead 
of depositors to have a first lien on the as- 
sets of a bank in case of insolvency. .Some 
of the small Western banks would imme-

FOUR MEN ARE CAPTURED. 


Strange, Stein, and Price Are 
Remanded to Custody in 
County Jail. 


STOCK OF LABELS 


Internal Revenue Inspector McGinnis and 
several detectives raided the plant of the 
Sethness Chemical company, 16-20 North 
Lincoln street, late Monday night, found 
what they declare are three illicit liquor 
stills, and yesterday arrested President C. 
O. Sethness, Secretary W. J. Strange, 
Treasurer F. L. Stein, and Bookkeeper 


charged with operating unregistered stills. 
Sethness was allowed to return home With 
a guard, while the others were remanded 
to the County Jail by United States Com- 
missioner Mason. Sethness denies the 
charges. 

Besides the three distilling vats’ nearly 
10,000 alleged counterfeit labels of well- 
known brands of wine were found. The gov- 
ernment officials are investigating the sur- 
mise that the men sold their products under 
bogus labels. Detectives are working on 
the case and two more arrests are ex- 
pected today. 

The premises of the company have been 
watched for some time, but it was only with- 
in a few days that the detectives secured 
what they regarded as positive evidence of 
the existence of the stills. Then the Internal 
Revenue authorities were notified, and In- 
spector McGinnis was instructed to make 
the raid. Strange, Stein, and Price were ar- 
rested as they entered the office of the chem- 
ical works yesterday morning. Price is a 
son of Jacob Price, who, it is said, owns the 
building. Two government officials were de- 
tailed to guard the premises, and today 
Collector Coyne will formally confiscate all 
three stills, which are on the first floor ef 
the building. 

A residue of crushed frults was found in 
one of the stills, it is said, while considerable 
quantities of alcohol were discovered in the 
building. 

President Sethness was arrested at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon in Collector Coyne’s 
office, where he had gone to inquire about 
his colleagues. 

Shortly before the raid John Griggs drove 
up to the building. In his wagon were found 
several bottles of wine, which are supposed 
to be a part of the output of the stills. He 
Was arrested, but later was liberated on his 
own recognizance. 

Sethness said, in connection with the 
affair: 

The charge that the company has been 
engaged in manufacturing wines and spirits 
is unfounded. We nufacture essential 
oils, and there has beén nothing illegal about 
our occupation. We did not think it was 
necessary to register the stills. When the 
proper time arrives I am confident I can 
convince the government of ourinnocence in 
the matter.” | 

J consider this an important case,“ said 
Collector Coyne, and I expect further de- 
velopments. I have detailed several inspec- 
tors to continue the investigation, and will be 
ready to present my case in a few days. I 
consider the charge against the defendants 
a serious one, especially if it can be proved 
they illegally distilled wines and spirits. A 
heavy penalty is exacted by law for keeping 
and operating unregistered stills.”
